The Commission has reminded all licensees in an August 25th release that Section #605 of 
the Communications Act "prohibits the interception of point-to-point radio transmissions 
and divulgence without permission, by retransmission or any means, of the existence, 
Summarized contents or texts of messages transmitted by others." Section #605 applies to 
“all persons and is enforced by criminal and other penalties specified in the Act. ek 
private party may also seek a remedy by civil litigation", the public notice said. 
Permission from the originating party must be obtained "before any part of the substance 
or text of a radio transmission" may broadcast, retransmitted or divulged to a person 


not a party to the communication.

Today there are close to 
15,000 members—on every continent and 
in most countries of the world. 

The original concept of making 
available international emergency com- 
munications by means of a system—not'a 
net, V. Mayree will assure you—has not 
been lost over the years. And promotion 
of international good will and fellowship 
through association by radio has been a 
continuing project of the YLISSB. 

Home frequency is 14.332 (sometimes

systems on 75, 40, 15, and 10-meter 
phone.

Those of you who currently have ARRL insurance will have been notified by 
now so take this as an informational bit in support of the insurance programe 
The ARRL insurance program is now underwritten by Aetna and the company 
has agreed to broaden the coverage in two areas and at NO increase in premium. 
I. Newly acquired and/or replacement equipment will automatically be covered 
without additional premium as long as the added value is not more than $1,000. 
When you receive your next premium notice from the Insurance Administrator 
(at the renewal date of your policy), you must notify him of the additional 
equipment and pay the additional premium for your next year's insurance. You 
need not notify the administrator of your new equipment until you receive a 
premium notice from his office. Please keep all purchase receipts as proof 
of your purchase in case of a claim.
